Local Union
Criticizes
Newspapers

Following the reading of a let­ 
ter to the City Council from 
L'nited Stwlworkcrs Union 1414, 
C. I. O. criticizing newspapers 
for alleged attacks upon the City 
Council, and upholding the work 
of the members of the Council 
on behalf of the community, the 
Council Tuesday night on mo­ 
tion of Councilman G. V. Pow 
ell ordered a letter sent to the 
union thanking the members for 
their Interest and support.

The letter from the union, 
signed by Carl D. Steele, secre­ 
tary, was written, it was said, 
because of the treatment of 
news stories regarding the offi­ 
cial actions of Councilman N. H. 
Cucci at council meetings.

The letter docs not mention 
names of newspapers, and it 
printed below in full: '

"1316 Border Ave. 
"Feb. Third 1945 

'Torrance City Council, 
"City Hall, 
"Torrance, Calif. 
"Dear Sirs: 

"Much discussion during our 
meetings the past two months 
have lead to a motion which car­ 
ried and the Secretary was order­ 
ed to write the City Council and 
extend to you our sympathy re­ 
garding the continued criticism 
which you gentlemen find your­ 
selves subjected to by some, of 
the small town newspapers serv­ 
ing this community.

"Some of these papers tell us 
the City of Torrance should get 
into their long pants; that the 
City is now grown up. In the 
editorials of the same papers, 
the (what we believe to be) nar­ 
row minded editors have taken 
editorial pot-shots at you gentle­ 
men, whom we believe are try­ 
ing to run the affairs of the 
City in a conscientious and busi­ 
ness-like manner, for using your 
own good Judgment in making 
decisions you believe to be for 
the good of the people.

"These accusations and crit­ 
icisms, by some of our papers, 
we think, are due to their small 
'.own type of editors, who, un­ 
like our City, have not advanced 
co the long pants stage, but lag 
back in the diaper category, 
thinking only In terms of full 
page paid advertisements, legal 
and otherwise, and giving us 
only the news and reports they 
themselves want the people to 
know. Many times true reports 
and facts remain hidden from 
the citizenry for the reason, that 
if they revealed them, it would 
be giving credit to those whom 
our newspaper editors wish to 
oppose, and seem to want to 
lead our people to believe are 
incapable of handling the affairs 
of the City of Torrance.

"We Steelworkers are thank­ 
ful that we have minds of our 
own and we can and do use 
them, and don't have to depend 
on the ideas of editors of one­ 
sided newspapers who raise a 
rumpus if things do not go their 
way of thinking. Small babies 
do the same thing. This Is why 
we file some editors and their 
papers in the diaper catagory. 
We hope you gentlemen will ov-; 
erlook and consider the source 
of the many criticisms you are 
subjected to and keep on doing 
the things you believe to be for 
the benefit of our good citizens 
of Torrance.

"We Steelworkers are also 
hoping for the day when we 
shall have newspapers that will 
give us first-hand, reliable news 
from both sides of the fence 
and be neutral on all occasions.

"Hoping you gentlemen see 
these Ideas as we have tried to 
convey them' to you and that 
you will continue to give to the 
City of Torrance the unbiased 
judgment you have shown In the 
past. If you do just that, you 
tiave our sympathy and objec­ 
tions to any undue criticisms 
and accusations by any one.
